iney did; and the poor lad who played 
the part of recipient did not survive the hon- 
or.”’ 

‘Tell me about it?’’ said the scribe. 

“Well, I will. It was just ten years ago, 
when Jesse James and his gang had become 
such a terror to the west, that a determined 
effort was setafoot to capture or kill him, and 
to clean out the gang. I was then a member 
of the Pinkerton detective force, working un- 
der the Chicago agency. One of our boys, Joe 
Whicher, a bright young fellow, full of nerve 
and daring, was detailed to go down to Clay 
county to feel the public pulse and reconno- 
ter, and to report daily all that he could dis- 
cover about the James gang and their move- 
ments. This was the first effort on the part of 
the Pinkertons, and the idea was to get well 
posted before arousing any suspicions. They 
were aware of the fact that the James boys 
had many friends, and it was necessary to 
move with great caution. 

‘‘Whicher proved an efficient man, and for 
some days got along all right, but in an evil 
moment he heard that Jesse was at 
mother’s house, and disguising himself as a 
tramp he started for the James mansion. 
Arriving at the house he asked the lady for

something to eat, oilering 
same, saying he was a farm-hand and out ofa 
job. The old woman gave him some cold 
vituals and withdrew. Shortly after Jesse 
James stroae into the room, followed by his 
‘prother Frank and Jim Cummings. Accost- 
ing Whicher, Jesse said: 

“So, you're a farm-hand, are you””’ 

‘‘Whicher replied that he was. Jesse caught 
him by the arms and turned his palms up to 
view. Unfortunately forthe rash detective 
they were white and soft.. 

‘Tf you are a farmer it’s evidence you 
haven’t worked at your trade lately,’ observed 
Jesse, and at his command Frank and Cum- 
mings searched the pseudo farmer, finding in 
his pockets two Colt revolvers and a memo- 
ramdum unconsciously left in his pockets 
that morning by Whicher. Looking sternly 
upon him, Jesse burst forth: ‘You’re one of 
those d——d detectives. I’ve heard of you 
young man. But we have you now and you 
won’ttellany more tales.’’ The other two 
wanted to defer the execution of Whicher’ 
but Jesse was firm. ‘Dead men tell no tales, 
he sagely observed. ‘Say your prayers, young 
man; you haven’t long to stay.’ In vain 
Whicher protested that he was not a detec- 
tive; and that he carried the weapons for pro- 
tection, and that he had found the scrap pa- 
per on the road coming to the house, Jesse 
was inexorable, and at a signal from him the 
three outlaws simultaneously fired their re- 
volvers into the body of the ill-fated detective, 
wto fell on the floor bathed in his blood. . To 
make assurance doubly sure Jesse fireda 
fourth shot in his face as he lay on the floor. 
The bullet struck the jawbone. This isthe 
one. You may notice how it was flattened 
by striking the bone.’’

‘‘T wascoming to that. After they had 
thus butchered Whicher they took his body 
and ieft it exposed on the public road near 
the town of Liberty, with a placard pinned to 
his bosom:

“The body was found and brought into 
town. Our friends there notified the agency, 
and I and a Kansas City detective were sent 
down to procure the body and effects of the 
unfortunate Whicher. We arrived in the 
town, and, not appreciating the complete 
manner in which the community were cowed 
by the ruffians, made ourselves known, -and 
spoke without reserve. Whicher had some 
money on deposit in the Liberty bank, and I 
bad been instructed to getthat. I went to 
the bank and saw the president. We talked 
over the death of Whicher, and to my sur- 
prise I discovered that the James gang had 
completely terrorized the town. The bank 
president frank!v admitted that such was the 
state of public feeling. ‘If Jesse James rides 
up to my house,’ said he, ‘I bid him a hearty 
welcome, invite him to come in, and give him 
the best my house affords, though I fear and 
detest the man. If I should do otherwise my 
life and property would not be safe. And 
such you will find to be the feeling of a great 
majority of the people. They fear the James 
boys, and the instinct of self-preservation has 
tied their hands and closed their mouths, | 
would advise you to be careful. Jesse has 
spies here, and he might take a notion to raid 
you.’ I thanked the old gentleman and with- 
drew. AsIstepped upon the hotel veranda 
a friend accosted me, and in quiet but cau- 
tions tones said: ‘Don’t betray any agitation, 
but.on the opposite corner stands Jim Cum- 
mings, and he is watching you.’ I casually 
glanced around, and from thedescription we 
had I recognized the man at once. is bale- 
ful eye was upon me. 

‘* “You had better walk out the back way 
and cut for the depot to avoid trouble with 
that man,’ observed my friend.

Two hours longer we crouched and 
shivered in the chilly air, and no sign of the 
bandits. We then came tothe conclusion 
that our information had been incorrect, or 
that the James boys had changed their minds. 
We started back for our headquarters, I lead- 
ing the way. Just as we approached a cross- 
road I heard the sound of hoof beats, I hur- 
ried ahead and concealed myself in the 
bushes along the road. My companions were 
some distance in the rear. Two men rode by. 
The first was mounted on a powerful roan 
horse such as Jesse was said to ride. I cover- 
ed him with my Winchester. My hand was 
on the trigger. Another moment would have 
ended the career of Jesse James and made me 
famous, though I don’t faney I would care for 
such fame now, if the thought then was fasei- 
nating.

the thought flashed upon my mind, might 
not be shootingan innocentman’? The man 
who hesitates is lost, and in this case | hesitat- 
ed just long enough to lose my game’ Jesse’s 
horse shied at some object in the road and 
galloped off like a whirlwind, followed by 
his companion, My comrades comme up 
breathless and cursing the ill-luck that keep 
them from the spot until too late to geta shot 
at the big game we were hunting.”’ 

“Did you ever see him again?” 

“No: I was recalled shortly after that to 
Chicago, and after serving a few months 
longer on the force was offered a better posi- 
tion, and soended my detective days. The 
rendezvous of the posse was discovered by 
Jesse. and they were compelled to change 
their quarters. Jesse subsequently killed the 
farmer who owned the barn and harbored us. 
This farmer had been criminally intimate 
with his mother, and feared Jesse would find 
him out; hence he sheltered us and posted us 
ot his movements, hoping we might kill the 
sons that he might continue his unholy rela- 
tions with the mother without fear of being 
found out. When Jesse discovered his treach- 
ery he and his gang rode up to his house one 
evening, called him out in the yard, and rid- 
dled him with bullets before the eyes of his 
horrid-stricken wife and children. 

“Jesse James was a brave man as well as a 
butcher, and he was a wonderful lucky one. 
His escapes were many and hair-breadth, but 
fate final!y overtook him in the house of his 
friends.

OF GEORGIA’S ANCIENT 
CITIES SKETCHED. 


ONE 


The First Settiays on the Site Where Washington 
Now Stands—Historic Reminisesne. of the Old 
Town—An Old Cleck— Semec Quairt and 
Interesting Facts—Oid Re'ice. 


Just one hundred and fifteen years ago, during 
the presept month, Jessie Heard and Benjamin 
Wilkinson, of Westmoreland county, Virginia, 
gathered together their families and started south- 
ward in covered wagons. History is silent, nor does 
tradition tell of the hardships and difficulties these 
pioneers of eur now handsome little city encount 
ered as they pentrated the red man’s country—pass- 
ing over an almost trackless wilderness, and cross- 
ing bridgeless streams. But it is fair to presume that 
they contended with many trials from the 
time they turned their backs upon the blue Poto- 
mac, until they camped about one hundred yards 
north of where our present courthouse now stands, 
on the evening of the 3Ist of December, 1769. On 
the following day, they com- 
menced to build a stockade as a protection against 
the Indians. It was made by split timb rs being 
set up in a trench; afier finishing it they called it 
Fort Heard. They also Constructed a cov- 
ered way down to the spring, to enable them 
to obtain water in of a siege. The 
name was afterwards changed from Fort 
Heard to Fort Washington, and in 1775 it was 
aid off and called Washington. Thus it will 
be seen thatit enjoys the honor of being the first 
place named for the ‘‘father of his country.’’ 

The first courthouse ofthe county stood fifty 
yards north of the present building; although the 
first court was not heldin it, but was held out on 
Fishing creek, near tae Lincoln line, Stephen 
Heard was foreman of the first grand jury, and was 
instrumental in hanging abouta half a dozen tories 
for seme overtact. He was governorof the state 
for awhile, and when the British took possession of 
Augusta he the seat of goverument to 
Weightsboro in Columbia county, 
and as the enemy began to 
threaten him there, he moyed the government to 
a double log cabin on Fishingcreek, near Ander- 
son's millin this county. Tradition tells of an at- 
tack that Stephen Heard once made upon a party 
of tories in a mill house; after a short fight, he put 
them to route and one of them jumped out of the 
upper story window witha keg of bulletson his 
shoulder, and striking a large rock below, left his 
footprints therein to be seen for many years after- 
wards. There isa tinge of romance about this, but 
the proof is positive that during these times it was 
a hot plaee here for tories, and old Wilkes bears 
to this day thename of ‘‘the hornets nest’’ of the 
revolution, a name her because 
the unrelenting warfare waged upon 
her enemies. The present courthouse was built 
in 1815, and has since been added to. Upon the cu- 
palo surmounting it, stands a venerable old clock, 
presented to the town by a Mr. Gilbert, an uncle of 
the late Adam L. Alexander. It has for the past 
sixty-five years ticked in the birth of our citizens, 
and tolled out their death. It isstill in fine order 
and bids fairtoring outthe hours long after the 
present generation has passed away. 

There are only five men here now who were men 
here forty years ago: General Toombs, General 
Heard, Judge Reese, Mr. George Dysons and uncte 
Peter Donelly, the tailor, and there is but one 
man keeping house here now that kept house here 
forty years ago, and that is General Toombs, 

On the north side of the public square there 
stands atwo story brick building, now owned by 
General Heard,a descendant of Jesse Heard, the 
pioneer, Who, one hundred and fifteen years ago, 
built his little stockade just about where this build- 
ing now stands. This house was built by the Geor- 
gia state bank about 1820 ata cost of $18,000, and 
was used as a branch bank of the state bank for forty 
years. 

In the northwest room of the upstairsin this build- 
ing is the place where the dying confederacy 
brgathed its last;.it was in this room President 
Dayis held his last cabinet meeting and issued his 
last order, disbanding the army. 

At this time there were large quantities of govern- 
ment supplies stored here—wagons, cannons, har- 
ness, saddles, powder, bacon, clothing, etc., etc., 
and when his last order was promulgated in stepped 
the citizens and soldiersand helped themselves. 
Men could be seen with boxes of 
saddles, harness, etc., hiding them in 
old barns, and even out in pine 
thickets, and there isno ‘telling the amount of 
things that were buried around the town; wagon 
loads of gold were hawked about the streets by 
small bands of soldiers—but I forbear on the gold 
part as this has been so often told. 

On the southwestern side of the public square 
there stands athree story brick building, built 
aboutl1si8 by a Colonel Dearing. This house was 
for a long time the largest building in the state, and 
people would come from miles and miles around 
to see ‘Dearing’s folly’’ asit was then called. In 
the western part of town is the beautiful ‘‘An- 
drews Grove.,’’ formerly owned by the late Judge 
Garnett Andrews. Under the shade of these mighty 
oaks, the Georgiagiants, Hill, Toombs. and Steph- 
ens h*® ve met and crossed swords in political com- 
bat; here too, scores of Georgians of less note have 
met and tusseled with the knotty problems which 
politics presents. 

Wilkes has furnished her quota of illustrious men. 
amoug whom may be mentioned R. Toombs, A. H. 
Stephens, Jesse Mercer, General Elijah Clark, Gen- 
eral David Meriwether, Mathew Talbot, Hon. 
Peter Early, Governor Towns, and Colonel John 
Dooley. 

Religious events have happened in and about this 
old town that are worthy of note, There stands on 
the lot owned by Captain C. A. Alexander a ven- 
erable and majestic poplar tree, twenty-one feet in 
circumference and about one hundred feet high. 
Under this old monarch of the forest the first ordi- 
nation of a Presbyterian minister in Georgia took 
place; a Mr. Singer, I believe, was the name of the 
minister. Here the Rey. Jesse Mercer, the father of 
Georgia Baptists, lived, and here first appeared the 
Christian Index (now of Atlanta), published 
by this grand old Baptist. A few 
miles south of Washington lived Thomas Grant. at 
whose housethe second Methodist conforence in 
Georgia was held. Near here, Thomas Grant built 
the first Methodist church in the state; this was 
about 1789, and, “Old Wilkes’’ may justly claim to 
be the cradle of Georgia Methodism. Within her 
confines Beverly Allen, the first Methodist preacher 
in the state, worked, followed by Humphries, 
Major Asbury and the fmimitable Hope Hull, 
known in those days as the ‘‘broad ax’’:preacher, 
because of his powerfuland awakening preaching 
Hundreds of incidents and memories cluster about 
this grand old town, but to present them in a read- 
able shape will require a better writer than 
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‘THE LID OF H&SLL.”’ 


Java's ‘Interna! Cauldron”—Narrative of the Great 
Con vulsion of 1815.

Java is once more making good its right to 
contest with Japan the grim title of tne “‘Lid 
of Hell.”” The present ernption of the vol- 
cano on the island of Krakatoa seems not un- 
worthy to compare with someof the most 
serious of the out breaks recorded in the his 
tory of Java. The loss of jife appears to have 
been chiefly due to the tidal wave that over- 
whelmed Anger and testified to a great con- 
vulsion beneath the sea, which is said to have 
interrupted the navigation of the straits of 
Suada. Asit must be some weeks at the 
least before detailed description of this latest 
eruption reaches this country, the following 
narrative ofa similar convulsion which oc- 
curred at Tamboro, in the island of Sambawa. 
at the other end of the island of Java, in 1815, 
may not be without interest: 

Sir Stamford Raffles, who was then governor 
of Java, reported that ‘no ove remembers, por 
does tradition record, so tremendous an erup- 
tion.’’ The first announcement resembled a 
prolonged cannonade, loud or subdued, ac. 


cording to distance or wind, and the responsi- 
ble authorities in Java instantly prepared to 
resist an attack. The people at some of the 
hill stations hurried down in arms prepared 
to defend the head factories; in some 
troops were marched to posts supposed to be 
in danger, and the East India company’s 


cruiser benares was sent from Macassar with | 


a detachmentof soldiers on board in search of 
the enemy. The sound of the explosions was 
heard as far off as Sumatra, a distance of 970 
geographical miles; and utter darkness was 
caused by the fall of ashes even in the Gre- 
sia district, more than 300 miles away. Ex- 


plosions had been noted as early as the Sth of | 


April, but it was not till five davs later that | , 
' complished something; they have established 


the eruption developed in the alarming man- 
ner which has given ita prominent place on 
the records of Java. The Rajah of Sangar, 
who witnessed it as a close spectator, gave 
this description of the outbreak: 

‘‘About 7 o’clock the night of the 10th of 
April three distinct columns of tlame burst 
forth near the top of the mountain, all of 
them apparently within the verge of the 
crater, and after ascending separately toa

peared like a body of liquid fire extending 
itself in every direction. The fire and co! 
umns of tlame continued ‘to rage with un- 
abated fury, until the darkness caused by the 
quantity of falling matter obscured it at about 
8 o’clock.”’ 

The captain of a Malay prow from Timor re- 
ported that the following day (the I1th), 
while at sea, far distant from Sambawa, he 
was in utter darkness; and that on his passing 
the Tomboro mountain at a distance of five 
miles he observed the lower part of it in 
flames, and the upper part covered with 
clouds. Just as the spectacle of the mountain 
in tilames was being rendered imperceptible 
by the heavy clouds which emanated from 
the crater, abouts o clock inthe morning of 
the first great day of the eruption (the 10th 
stones, generally about the size of walnuts, 
but in some cases as large as two fists, came 
down thickly at Sanger; and between JYand 10 
o'clock ashes began to fall. Soon after there 
was experienced a violent whirlwind, which 
blew down every house in the village of San- 
ger, and in the district nearer the agitated 
volcano tore up by the roots the largest 
trees and carried them alongin the air, to- 
gether with men, houses, cattle and whatever 
had come within its influence. The sea 
nearly twelve feet higher" than it had ever 
been known to before, and swept away houses 
and everything within its reach. The 
wind lasted avout an hour. No explosions 
were heard till it had ceased, at about 11 
o'clock. From midnight till the evening of 
the next day (the 11th) they conti. ued with- 
out intermission, Afterwards their violence 
moderated, and they were only beard at in- 
tervals; but the explosions did not cease en- 
tirely until the 15th of July, and towards the 
close of september the. mountain was still 
throwing out immense volumes of smoke. 
Phe greatest devastation conceivable appears 
to have been wrought by the showersof ashes. 
At Bima, torty miles from Tombofo, the ex- 
plosions were ‘‘most terrific.’’ The anchorage 
of Bima was altered considerably.

Benares, sailing 
from Macassar southward at dawn of the 12th 
to ascertain the cause of the heayy cannon- 
ade, reports that at 8 o’clock the face of the 
heavens to the southward and westward had 
assumed a dark aspect; by 11 the whole of the 
heavens were obscured, except a small space 
near the horizon to the eastward, the quarter 
from which the wind came. The ashes then 
began to fall in showers, and the appearance 
was altogether truly awfuland alarming. By 
neon the light that had remained in the east- 
ern part of the horizon had disappeared, and 
complete darkness covered the face of the day. 
Lhis continued so profound during the re- 
mainder of the day that the conimander who 
made the report.had never seen anything to 
equal it in the darkest night; it was impos- 
sible to see your hand when held up close to 
your eyes. The ashes fell. without intermis- 
sion throughout the night, and were so light 
and subtle that, notwithstanding the pre- 
caution of spreading awnings fore. and aft, 
they pervaded every part of the ship. 
At6o’clock the next morning it was as dark 
asever, but at 8 light began to increase 
rapidly. The appearance of the ship when 
daylight returned was most singular. Every 
part was covered with the matter that had 
fallen, which had the look of cale@jned pumiee- 
stone, nearly the color of wood-ashes. It lay 
in heaps of a foot in depth in many parts of 
the deck, and several tons of it must have 
been thrown overboard. For, though an im- 
palpable powder of dust when it fell, it was, 
when compressed, of considerable weight— 
a pint measure of it weighed twelve ounces 
and three-quarters. It was perfectly tasteless, 
while it had a faint burnt smell, though noth- 
ing like sulphur; and it did not affect the 
eyes. When mixed with water it formed a 
tenacious mud, difficult to be wiped off. As 
the ship approached the coast of Sambawa, 
the 18th of April, she passed through 
great quantities of pumice-stone floating on 
the sea, which at first sight appeared like 
shoals. One of these masses at less than a 
mile iooked like a dry sandbank, upwards of 
three miles in length, with black rocks in 
several parts of it. It proved to be a complete 
mass of pumicestone floating on the sea, some 
inches in depth, with great numbers of trees 
and logs, which uppeared to be burned and 
shivered as asif by lightning. A boat sent to 
examine it had much diftleulty in pulling 
through it, and until the Benares entered 
Bima bay the sea was literally covered with 
shoals of pumice and floating timber. It was 
the same all along the coast 

Similar reports as to a dense darkness dur- 
ing the greater part of the 12th of April and 
heavy falle of asnes were made by residents 
inland, but the sun does not appear to have 
been actually obscured im any district west of 
Samarang. A resident in Gresia records as to 
the 12th: ‘“‘Eleven a. m., breakfasted by 
candle-light; the birds began to chirrup as at 
the approach of day.’’ In several situations 
a tremulous motion of the earth was experi- 
enced, and in some districts it was extremely 
cold. At some places, presumably those most 
distant from the mountain, the ashes fell 
lightly; at others they fell eight inches deep 
On the shore in the vicinity of Tomboro itself 
the ashes lay three feet high. A heavy rain 
on the 17th partially saved the crops, and pre- 
vented the spread of fever and a violent 
diarrhea (supposed to be caused by drinking 
water impregnated with ashes), which had 
threatened to become epidemic. One 
hundred people out ef12,000 who are living 
in the locality of Tomboro alone escaped; and 
the other inhabitants of the island suttered 
terribly for some time aftewards from famine. 
The whole country, in short, was entirely 
desolated. Some of the people looked upon 
the extraordinary occurrence as ‘‘typical of a 
change, of the reestablishment of the former 
government’’; others as a retribution for the 
murder of a Bajah by his brother; and others 
again accounted for it by a reference of their 
legendaryjtales, saying that ‘‘the celebrated 
Nyai Leroh Kidul had been marrying one of 
ber children,’’ the ashes being of the dregs 
the ammunition she had used in firing ofthe 
salutes from her supernatural artillery.

A Growing Prejudice tn Favor of More Hea!thfu! Cos- 
tumes.

One of the most gratifying signs of progress 


| is the general awakening in regard to senool 


dress. It has heretofore been considered 
enough, to discourage a lavish display of

A Reminiscence of Know Nothing Days in Washing-«- 
ton- The Monument Cheates of a Spisndid 
Bleck of Ma ble An Act of Vandalism.

by lot to destroy the stone. I got the 

rizes. Between lland 12 o'clock the 
aes night following, we went over to the 

monument. It was pretty dark, but two of 
us were blacked in the face and detailed to 
look after the watchman in the box. One of 
the men went up to the box, looked in and 
found the watchman reading by alamp. He 
rammed his pistol in the hole and told him 
to keep his seat and he would not be harmed. 
The other man tied a rope securely about the 
box. The man with the pistol staid there 
until our return. The other one helped us in 
the work of getting the stone away. The 
stone was boxed up with three slats on each 
side of it. It was abont 4 feet by 11-2 feet in 
size, ofa peculiar kind of white looking 
marble, striped and with a Latin inscription 
in gilt letters on it. With some skids, bars 
and blocks which we found on the grounds 
we rolled it from where it was lying in an old 
shed at the foot of the monument down the 
hill to a scow that was moored in the canal 
basin, now known as Babcock’s lake. After 
some little trouble we got it safely on board 
and started out of the basin intothe river and 
down the Washington channel until within 
about fifteen yards of the Long bridge draw. 
While on the way down we broke off part of 
the slats and chipped a piece off one corner of 
the stone about the size of two bricks, witha 
sledge hammer, each taking a small piece. 
When we got near the bridge a confederate 
gave us a signal that all was O. K. by swing- 
ing a red lantern from the bridge. 
We then eased the stone over the side of the 
scow and away it went with a splash to the 
bottom of the river. Wethen went back in 
the scow to the monument, relieved the man 
who was standing guard over the watchman, 
cut the rope around the watch-box quietly, 
and scattered in different directions tor our 
homes. That's the true story of the whole 
transaction. The stone has never been found 
to this day, but I guess the dredges will get it 
when they commence to deepen that part of 
the river. 

Through the kindness of Colonel Casey the 
Post reporter was shown the old minute-book 
ofthe Monument society. It appears that a 
meeting was held on the Tuesday night 
following the destruction of the stone 
(March 7), and the chairman of the building 
committee gave information relative to it. 
The committee was directed to inquire into 
and make a thorough examination in rej gard 
thereto. 

Ata meeting of the board of managers on 
the 4th of April following a resolution, move 
by Mr. Fendall, was adopted as follows: 
‘“‘Resolved, that a reward of $500 be offered 
for such information as will lead to the de- 
tection and conviction oi the person or per- 
sons who removed and destroyed the block of 
African marble, which had been taken from 
the temple of peace and presented by the Ro- 
man government to the Washington National 
monument. 

The old Nationa! Intelligencer woke up on 
Wednesday morning, the 8th instant, three 
days after the occurrence, and gave the fol- 
lowing account of the affair: 

A deed of barbarism was enacted on Mon- 
day morning between 1 and‘2 o'clock by 
several persons (number not known, but sup-- 
posed to be from fourto ten) which will be 
considered as belonging rather to some of the 
centuries considerably in our rear than to the 
latter half of the boasted nineteenth. Were- 
fer to the forcible seizure from its place of de 
posit in ashed at the Washington monument 
of a block of marble sent hither from Rome, 
as a tribute to the memory of Washington by 
the pontiff and intended to become partof the 
edifice now erecting to signalize his name and 
glory. It originally stood in the temple of 
Concord at Rome, was of beautiful texture 
and had for its dimensions a length of three 
feet, height of eighteen inches and thickness 
of ten. : 

The account we hear of thé matter is this: 
That at about the time mentioned several 
men suddenly’surrounded the watch box of the 
night watchman and passed a cord, such as is 
used for clothes lines, around the box and 
piled several stones against the door, calling 
to the man within that if he kept quiet he 
would not be injured. At the same time they 
pasted several pieces of newpaper on the two 
or three window openings that commanded 
* the particular shed containing the fated block 
so as tu prevent the watchman from seeing 
their operations, They then removed one of 
the strips in front of the place where the 
block stood and passing in and out by the 
Opening carried it off by placing itona hand 
cart found about the premises. There is no 
doubt they took the block to the river side, 
not less than a quarter of a mile off, and 
a. it over the steep bank upon the river 

each, where they enjoyed a favorable op- 
nbsp of breaking it up undiscovered or 
ating it off into the river, which they 
probably did after defacing it. All this went 
on, it seems, without effective remonstrance 
from the watchman, although he had with 
him a double-barrel gun loaded with buck- 
shot, and the operations at the shed were 
within easy shot. As for the pasting on the 
windows there was nothing in that, as they 
slid up and down like the sashes ofan omnl- 
bus. Theseproceedings the watchman says 
took place at half-past 1, but he gave no 
notice of it to the family residing at the 
monument until 4. For these and other 
Similar reasons he has been suspended. A 
meeting of the board took place yesterday, at 
which it was determined to offer a 
reward of $100 for the discovery of the perpe- 

tors. . 

Colonel Casey says he does not believe the 

ntiff was officially notified of the destruc- | 
tion of the stone or he might have sent 
another. There is no drawing “of the stone 
among the archives of the monument society. 
When the war broke outa Mr. Doherty, em- 
ploye ed by the society, went south, carrying 
with him meny valuable records, drawings 
and diagrams belonging to the society. About 
three years ago a widow in Vicksburg sent a 
letter to the society stating that she had in 
her ession a number of drawings and 
other valuable papers relative to the Washing- 
ton monument. A correspondence was open- 
ed with her, and the records purchased. 
They consist of a fac-simile of each and every 
stone or block of marble sent to Washington 
to be inserted in the monument up to 1861 ex- 

cept the pope’s stone, and the stones from 
Ce ifornia and Vermont. These drawings 
have been neatly pasted on sheets of foolscap

This 
export trade has opened up limitless and profitable 
markets for our cattle raisers, England’ depends 
‘argely for its meat supply on Texas, and English 
companies have bought many of our largest ranches 

frequently taking a half million acres in one pur- 
chase,."’ 

‘‘How is your cattle supply replenished ?’’ 

“We buy heifers, and from every section of the 
country. They comein by the thousands from as 
fareast as Georgia and as far north as Missouri. We 
never sell cows, but keep them for the increase. 
Our bulls we buy mostly in Ohio. We use nothing 
but Durhams, and buy them by the hundreds at 
from forty dollars to sixty dollars apiece from Ohio 
herds.”’ 

‘*Has not the driving of cattle to market dimin- 
ished °”’ | 

‘It has ceased altogether in our part of the 
State. They used to drive on traiis, the trails meet- 
ing at convenient river fords. At the Waco crossing 
of the Brazos three years ago, 290,000 cattle went 
over, moving northward on hoof. This year there 
were none. Refrigerator cars have revolutionized 
the business. Fort Smith is a great slaughtering 
point, where cattle are killed and packed in ice. 
The meat is then sent in solid train loads to St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York.”’ 

“The profits on cattle raising have been very 
great?’’ 

“Fabulous, but greaterin the past, I think, than 
they will be in thefuture. You see cattle are now 
worth three times what they were a few years ago— 
three-year-olds bringing $28 to $30. So that a man 
who bought a thousand cattle in 1880 for example, 
has found his herd trebling in value as it trebled 
in size. [t was impossible to help getting :ich. I had 
a nephew who came to Waco in 1870 with $10. He 
went into the cattle business in 1877 with a small 
herd. He is now worth halfamillion dollars. But 
the price of cattle is now settled and stock men can 
only count on the increase of their herds for their 
profits.”’ ; 


Among the wonderful things in books is the pe- 
rennial popularity of Ik Marvel's ‘‘Reveries of a 
Bachelor.’’

My God, my God, my God l sought Thee on the 
whole earth; I sought Thee in sacrifice and renun- 
ejation: insin and in madness did I seek Tnee. I 
have suffered all woe on earth, have drunk of all 
grief. Doubt wasmy food, darkness my day. But 
now my eyes see. God is in life.’’

The next special (eorgia interest to be developed 
isthe marble beds of northeast Georgia. I saw 
yesterday specimens of Georgia marble that in text- 
ure, polish and color surpassed Vermont marble. 
It isin inexhaustible deposits, and is easily min- 
ed and sawed. A company has just bought a 
mountain of marble with a thousand outlying 
acres, and will put up extensive Works. They 
Claim that they will be able to furnish it as cheap- 
ly as granite. 

Why shouldn’t our state capitol and the Kimball 
house and the chamber of commerce be built of 
this marble, or at least trimmed with it? In Ver- 
mont 5,000 men are employed steadily in the mar 
ble mines. They dig the marble from 300 feet be- 
low the waterlevel. Innorth Gecrgia we have 
mountains of it, high, dry and accessible. 

For several years the natives have been cutting 
out huge blocks of this marble in a rude way, and 
having no freight facilities using it for chimneys 
and door-sills. They have even carved figures out 
of it.

LIFE IN NEW YORK. 


SOME REFLECTIONS ON A MILLION- 
AIRE’S PRKESENCK. 


A Feeling That Vanderbilt is but a Crea'ure ot Self 
W hom it is Safe to Avoid—Glimpses of ths Jay- 
Eye-SeesRace—A New and Pcpuiar 
Brand of Champagne, KEic.

New YorK. October 6:—A six foot man in a crowd 
that averages five feet seven inches can’t help being 
a little distinyuished, even though his face, clothes 
and bearing are all commonplace. Nevertheless, 
William H. Vanderbilt was not Intrinsically worth 
looking at by the multitude that gathered to see 
the trotting race between Jay-Eye See and St. 
Julien. Nota dollar of his many mil!lions was visi- 
ble. nor was there any evidence in sigh¢e that his 
money had bought for him any remarkable quali- 
ties of mind. As he made his way down the club 
house steps, which were wide and long enough to 
hold a thousand men, he was not required to do 
much elbowing forspace. There was a quick with 
drawal from him as he descended,and the first im- 
pression that I got from the stir was that somebody 
was carrying a paint bucket, from the smearing of 
which the throng was saving its clothes. Nor was 
the expression of the faces generally incompatible 
with that idea, though the movement was caused 
by a desire to stare at the man of riches. It may 
have been all fancy, but it seemed to me that the 
sentiment which his presence aroused was a rever- 
sal of that which he is believed to hold toward the 
public. ‘‘Vanderbilt be d———d,”’ was whatI read, 
though perhaps mistakenly, in mostof the counte- 
nances around him. There can be no doubt, at all 
events, that he interprets in that way the staring 
which is bestowed on him wherever he goes. His 
demeanor is often described as the coarse arrogance 
of a man who rates himself at somewhere near the 
value of his enormous fortune, butin fact it is the 
defiant front which he presents to the envy and 
mild animosity which a millionaire inevitably ex- 
cites. Itis unlikely that Vunderbilt will ever do 
much in the way of philanthropy to counteract this 
tendency. Nobody would be encouraged to ask it 
of him, unless he softened the hardness of the face 
and manner with which he lounged and received 
the attention on this occasion. He has many ac- 
quaintances, few speaking ones, for he has a habit, 
whether through intention or absentmindedness I 
am unable to tell, of failing to return bows of recog 
nition. Coolly repellant was certainly what he 
seemed to be towards the man who, on seeing him 
go down the steps, ran after and spoke to him. The 
relation of master and dog was about what his 
treatment of the accoster indicated, and yet this 
person comes as near as anybody to being hail fel- 
low with him. Foster Dewey used to be Bill Tweed’s 
private secretary. After the downfall of the ring, 
he speculated in Wall street, and drove fast trotters 
on the road. In the latter occupation, he at length 
fell in with Vanderbilt, and in the former he fell 
out. The millionaire, in making a turn in railroad 
stocks, left Dewey on the wrong side of the calcula- 
tion, and the sufferer quarreled boldly and public- 
ly about the unfriendly oversight, Theinjury was 
subsequently made good, it is said, and the two 
men uow ride together, and take companionable 
drinks at the wayside inn. 

Drinking is common along the thoroughfares 
used for pleasure by the owners of fast road horses, 
of course, and itis in the halt dozen of the much 
frequented barrooms that the amateur horsemen do 
their loud talking. Champagne is a usual beevrage 
in these places, and that leads to rival exertions by 
wine importers to bring their wares into favor with 
these drinkers. Along the drives are numerous big 
and sometimes noyel advertisements of leading 
brands. The hope seems to be that the consumer 
will order the kind that has last or most conspicu 
ously caught hiseye. The form of announcement 
in one instance is a huge pieture of a bottle of 
champagne, correctly colored as to glass and labels, 
and copies of this were lavishly pasted on the fences 
a few daysago. But there is no law to protect art 
thus degraded to commerce. On the following af- 
ternoon, when the pecunious owners of swift horses 
drove fast, and their fleeting vision fell upon the 
magnified bottles, the name originally on every 
label had been carefully overlain with that of an 
opposition wine. Each elaborate picture of the 
hundred or more had cost several dollars to put out 
while the expense of utilizing them by the busi- 
ness antagonist was not more than as many cents, 

Wine flowed at the Fleetwood track, on the after- 
noon of the race which I have mentioned, freely 
down the throats of women as well as of men. | 
observed that the champagne was nearly ali of a 
single brand, which was not one that has been see! 
much anywhere until very lately. 

‘‘Is there really any material difference between 
the qualities of champagnes of the first grade im- 
ported?’’ I asked of a leading agent in this busi. 
ness, as we watched the large consumption of the 
fizzling fluid.’’ 

‘‘None worth meutioning,’’ he replied; ‘‘a brand 
means simply that a certain firm in France has 
bonght a quantity of grape juice, manipulated it 
according to the best usuages of the trade, and put 
iton the market after it has become wine. They 
make it sweet or dry, to suit the demand, and the 
processes are the same in all of the vineyards and 
cellars of the French wine district.’’ 

“If there is no preference between the score or 
more of labels,”’ I said, ‘‘what causes the variations 
in choice among the drinkers?’’ 

“Tell me why those women wear their skirts to 
clear the ground to-day, while a few years ago they 
trailed the dust, and 1 will give you a reason why 
they are now drinking Smith's extra dry instead of 
the Brown’s gciden seal of the other period. It is 
a mixture of freak and chance. A champagne isjust 
coming into popular favor was for ten years all but 
unknown in this country, though its 
kept open, and there was all along a moderate 
sale to persons who kept on using it after its former 
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boom died out. The wine was good then, and good 
now. I knowa hotelin whose cellar a stock of it 
lay during the interval, entirely unsaleable until 
last winter, when the new demand arose... How was 
this renewal of prosperity brought about? Well, it 
happened that drinkers had got a little tired of the 
brand that had been at the front for a time, and 
there was what you might call a spiritual need of a 
change. The agent hired a popular singer to adver- 
tise the wine in a song. Of course such a thing 
would not be permitted—or at least would be im- 
mensely expensive—in a first-class cuncert or comic 
opera, and on the other hand would not be worth 
buying in a low variety show; but he got his sipger 
into asuccesrsful drama in which the song wasaptly 
incidental. The character was that of a London 
swell, fashionable in the highest degree, and the 
scene where he drank and vocalized the cham- 
pagne wasa bigclub house. That was enough for 
our young fellows about town. The wine that was 
drank by English nobs was the wine forthem. It 
isa peculiarity of drinkingly that, while we call 
directly for whisky, and aimost everything else in 
the aleoholic line, we never say, ‘give us a bottle 
of champagne.’ We always specify the brand, and 
look critically at the label when we get it, as though 
no other on earth would do atall. Soall the dudes 
took to ordering the champagne of the song, and 
now itis at the lead once more.’’ 

‘‘But what has kept the home house open during 
the long spell of disfavor’”’ 

“Oh, bless you, Americans are not the only drink- 
ers of champagne. While the busin ess of thie con- 
cern sank to almost nothing here, it rose to great 
proportions in Russia, which is a wine drinking 
country, and so they simply shipped {n one direc: 
tion instead of another. The honse that has ex- 
poried most largely to America during the past five 
years sends hardly anything to England.,’’ 

‘*You are ey me to believe that our cham- 
pagne really is a forcing product.’’

Fashions in Furaishinug. 

The wall papers with friezes and ceilibg decora- 
tious to match exhibited this autumn by leading 
importers, manufacturers and dealers, show a com- 
bination of artistic designs, harmonious c>lors and 
excellence of ‘inish never before equalled in this 
line of goods. The day for gaudy effects and stiff 
set patterns has gone by, even in the cheaper grades 
of paper-hangings. In their places 
graceful ‘‘all over’’ designs that do not weary the 
eve with striving to find out where they begin and 
where they terminate, but rather restit with simple 
unobtrusive effects, 

Wall papers designed for parlors are made witha 
view to their providing suitable background for 


have come 


pictures and ornaments, rather than being decora- 
tive in themselves. The designs come sometimes 
large and massive, again the figures are small, but 
in ary event the designs are so intermingled as to 
prove mediums through which is produced a pleas- 
ing effect, asa whole, of two, three or, more sub- 
dued colors. The effect of the ceiling is much more 
decorative, and thisis as it should be, for it pro- 
vides an unbroken surface, the ornamentation of 
which does not detract from other decorations of 
the room. The frieze which, by the by, often covers 
one-third of the whole space, is usually much more 
pronounced in color than is the paper; in this is 
employed, as a rule, the several shades represented 
in the paper. 

In fine houses, dados, friezes, inlays and mould 
ings areemployed in most of the rooms. Bedrooms 
are often covered with uninter:upted lengths of 
paper, being finished byarich border running 
round the top, but even in these rooms friezes and 
dados are much used. The faney for rich dark 
colors in parlors has naturally produced many 
sombre, gloomy rooms, for dark colors, be they ever 
so rich, require a good light to bring out their a- 
tractiveness and without it appear gloomy and 
oftentimes dingy. ‘These dark papers serve well, 
of course, in parlors that are 
used by gaslight only. When a 
light,delicate effect is desired—and many of the new 
papers give this—two or three shades of color will 
be found sufficient. Inavoiding the sombre effec s 
of very dark paper care should be takeu not to go 
to the otherextreme of too light paper, for light 
papers, generally c Rewer appear more intense 
and produce an unplersant glare after being placed 
upon the walls. Bright colors are avoided for par- 
lors, and very little gilt appears in the new papers. 
It takes very little gold to spoil the effect on deli- 
cate papers.. The gold attracts too much attention 
and prevents the delicacy sought after. 

A MODEL PARLOR, 

A description of the walis aud eeiling decoration 
ofa modern parlor, iecently done bya leadiug 
decorator, will illustrate astyle at presentin vogue. 
The wall paperis of ivory ground, overlaid with 
gray colored figures of floral pattern, such as 
leavesand vines intermingling all over the walls 
and yet permitting the ground to show through 
distinct. At thetop ofthis is placed a plain band 
of paper about six inches wide, and of peur! color, 
with a modern moulding, on which appearsa lit- 
tlegold. The mouidingis plain, flat and narrow, 
and serves to divide the plain baud from the frieze, 
which is, say eighteen inches wide In this frieze. 
the ground of which isa very jizht, clear blue, ap- 
pears shadings of the color employed in the wall 
paper, with others and more brilliant tints intro 
duced, such as soft greeus and delicate rose colors, 
The carmine is tintedin lighttints to correspond, 
with atouch of gold to give it expression, The 
centre-piece is of light cream color, with a iittle 
roid to relieve it. 

TheAm rican manufacturers have 
hoth in the way of design and coloring 
few years. They bave not only imported 
and French designs but expert 
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workmen as weil. 
Chen, too, they haye, withlavish purse employed 
best home artists to originate designs. Some of the 
finest houses in the city their wails covered 
with papers designe gto or by leading New York 
designers; they also patr-nize the raised block, 
metal papers leather effects and tapestries pro- 
duced inthiscountry. ‘The American manuufac- 
turers supply the popular trade with low-priced 
yapers, termed by the trade ‘‘machine papers,’’ 
#5 med the colors are all put onat onetime by 
machinery. It is only fair to say that there are 
many pleasing designs and attractive combinations 
of color in these cheap hangings 

Tile patterns and papers with designs ‘hat havea 
built-up appearance or those with strongly worked 
features. as well defined, trellises or lines are un 
suited fora parlor; in fact are out of place except 
in halland stairway. The hall should be inviting 
and its decorations such as give at first sight a favor- 
ableimpression; atthe same time the effect asa 
whole ought to be plain and simple as becomes the 
entrance toaroom rather than aroom. Thehall 
should always be much darker than the parlor 
opening intoit. The wall-paper is attractive when 
in two or three. shades of the same color, such as 
dull, rich reds or leather shades. When theceiliug 
is decorated it should be simple and rathersevere 
in effect. The present styl- calls for a dado of dark 
or serviceable color. 

When the walls of the hall are painted, a usual 
plan is to paint two-thirds of their height with a 
neutral color, and if itis not designed to hang pic- 
tures thereon, a little purple stencilling is donein 
a darker shade of color. Dividing this portion 
from the upper third of the wall is a picture. wall 
or mould. The upper third of the wali is painted 
a lighter tint of the color emploved below. A 
simple stencil pattern or border in distemper, with 
panels at intervals, in which figure titles may be 
placed, are effective end comparatively inexpen- 
sive. The staircase, when in view of the entrance 
hall, must of course show the same scheme of deco- 
ration. 

THE MODERN DINING ROOM, 

The modern diuing-room is the subject of careful 
consideration as regards interior decoration and 
furnishing. With the fashion for 
furnishing in dark woods, such as mahogany, black 
walnutor oak, especially when the furniture is 
fashioned after antique models, the leather or 
metal papers are largely employed. The leather 
hangings are such admirable imitations that they 
can be detected only by the touch. These appear 
in plain dark colors. The metal papers—which are 
raised block paper, first painted 
and afterwards bronzed—are many 
of them of sufficient stability to admit of being 
cleaned with a damp sponge when soiled. ~ The pa- 
pers described are especially adapted to dining 

While the 
dining rooms ought not to be as bright as the 
varlor, care should be exercised that it be. not 
eavy and “ull in appearance. Red effects may 
be gained for this room without too much som- 
breness, in papers of dark olives, indian reds 
or red browns, touched here and there with bits

most as good as the Atlanta show.’ 

In some respects it is ‘‘almost asgood.’’ In 
many others it is much better. It has the ad- 
vantage of our example and of onr success: 
the backing ofa city three times as large and 
ten times as rich; and far more actual help 
from friends outside than the cotton exposition 
enjoyed. These advantages have their effect 
and yetitisa fact that the average visitor 
from any part of the country in his rounds 
through the Louisville exposition may be 
beard constantly compairing it to 
what Atlanta did two years ay admitting 
that here was set the standard tor excellence 
in such efforts, for the south at ieast. For an 
industrial display, Atlanta deserves 
the palm. The mechanical exbi:it, the ex- 
pression of the latest and best me‘lods of ap- 
plying labor to southern soil a:! products, 
and of adapting it to southern con:\itions; in 
short, the representation of the awakening 
and diversifying energy of a 
eople forming new systems of 
aber if not of thought, was better in Atlanta 
than it is in Louisville. The material re- 
sources of the south are much better displayed 
at Louisville than they were in Atlanta 
Owing to the stinginess of our own !egislature 
Georgia herself was miserably represented at 
the Atlanta show and would have jad hardly 
any display of her amazing nxtural wealth 
but for the enterprise of tbe railroads 
and a few liberal individuals. 

Kentucky has taken pains and spent mon- 
ey to show at herown doors what her own 
soil. quarries, forests, streams and mines can 
produce. Her superb display is surrounded 
by those of adozen other states. Georgia is 
conspicuously absent from the list, though 
there is not one of the state displays which 
Georgia, with a moderate expenditure of 
money, a little enterprise and taste, could 
not equal! 

As it is Tennessee is }Jmost conspicuous, 
Her agricultural specimens are as fine as Khan- 
sas showedin Atlanta, but even they are 
passed over with ordinary compliments, while 
a universal admiration is bestowed on the 
oresand tbe marbles. Of the latter there are 
thousands of specimens and 150 varieties, 
showing that the palaces of the world could 
be duplicated on Tennessee soul. 

The mammoth size, the general appearance 
and the tasty arrangement of the main build- 
ing are admirabie. At Atlanta there were 
several exliibits larger and richer than any to 
be seen at Louisville, but the general run of 
the exhibits is both larger and tastier at the 
present exposition. 

The grounds are almost as inviting as the 
buildings. They are the private property of 
a2 gentleman noted for his taste and liberal- 
ity—Mr. Dupont. He has for years made 
lavish expenditures upon them and they are 
now open to the thousa ds who find among 
their shades and flowers and fountains one of 
the chief pleasuresa visit to the exposition 
e ffords. 

Circling around them is a

Critics pronounce this the 
best art collection ever seen in the south 
The genera! enjvymentof it must be a tribute 
to its excellence, for the crowds that ave 
watched the whirling machinery and 
been captured by the tinsel of ail 
the kaleidoscopic glories in the main build 
ing do not neglect this finer delight but saua- 
ter slowly through theart hall and drink in 
its beauties with evidentrelish. The super- 
intendent has remarked the aimost infallible 
selection of the best pictures which even the 
rudest and youngest of the visitors will make. 
Is it not true that the higher the genius the 
broader is its sweep over human sympathies, 
and the richer the tibute it draws from hu- 
man hearts? Much ofthe art that requires 
cultivation to be enjoyed is not worth the 
tuition. 

Though it may seen strange that the com- 
mon.crowds should evince such delight in the 
art gallery their’behavior in the music 
hallis just what is expected. Old Pat Gil- 
more witha grand orchestra is there and the 
people flock around him as he swings his 
baton every afternoon and night through a

DY some of those millionaires 
who control the turfin this country. , The 
best of the blue grass stock is to be seen al- 
ways at Louisville. That rich country, where 
the climate, the water and the grass seem to 
be especially adapted to the best results in 
horse-raising. sends there its pride and itg 
pets to amuse the thousands who gather to 
see the sportand to keep the pool sellers busy. 
Around the grand stand and race course 
gather the roughs and the rabble, but above 
their dust and profanity is an array of wealth 
fashion and loveliness, which gives to the 
scene a finer fascination than it can borrow 
from its fleetest courser. The Kentucky wo- 
man glories in exercise of all kinds as her lithe 
but well rounded figure and her clear, peach- 
like complexion attest, but her proudest 
accomplishment is riding. She loves her 
horse next to—her dressmaker. She can give 
you the pedigree of any of the sleek animals 
that canter up tothe starting pole, and with 
her dainty fingerscan point out the best blood 
to be tested in the rush that is to follow. Nor 
does her interest slways stop here. Like her 
English sister she ‘backs her judgment’ 
often. Betting gloves with her beau beside 
her grows tame and often there is a .wager 
slyly sent down to the book-maker to be laid 
on her favorite. 

Such a proceeding I saw the other day im- 
prove the purse of a dashing Diana to the 
amount of $50, while the boys around her 
were badly in the lurch on the samerace. One 
of the richest turf events on record was the 
Lorillard stallion stakes last Saturday, which 
gave to winner and sire $20,000. Nominations 
were made two years ago and owing to acci- 
dents to several of the best entries, the great 
race proved a walk over for ‘‘Miss Woodford”’ 
the three year old by ‘‘Billet,’’ who has made 
sucha splendid sweep this season. She has 
been 1n nine great races, has won seven of 
them, was second in another and was displaced 
only once, that being when she set the pace, 
which enabled George Kinney to beag Esle, 
Iroquois and Drake Carter at Monmouth 
park. She is a perfect specimen of the Amer- 
ican race horse in its highest development; 
so graceful and deer-like in every motion 
that when she came on the track there wasa 
spontaneous burst of applause. Riding her, 
in red and black was McLaughlin, waose 
fame as a jockey is hardly second to the 
English Archers. Leaning over the rail 
watching her every step was the younger 
of the Dwyer brothers. A few years 
ago he was rattling around’ Brook- 
lyn in a buteher jagon, He 
and his brothers started into the racing busi- 
nessona small scale. By excellent judge- 
ment and agood deal of luck they made 
money rapid/y where most adventurers fail, 
until they became owners of the great horses 
which made their fortune. Luke Blackburn 
alone $is said to Shave paid them $75,000, 
and Hindoo was worth a gold mine. This 
year their three great three year olds, George 
Kenney, Barnes and Miss Woodford, have 
paid them over $60,000. Their stable, though 
not among the largest, is the best selected in 
America, and nets more money, perhaps, 
than any other. Between them and the 
Lorillards exists a bitter feud and 
the Brooklyn boys have taken great pleasure in 
beating the great snubs who were Irish when 
they were poor and gradually turned into 
Frenchmen and asses. One of the most no- 
ticed figures on the track was old Tom Buford, 
the authority on the horse in this country. 
He seems to have given up the 
lecture fieid. When converteda few years 
ago he started out with the quixotic an- 
nouncement that the true theory of the horse 
race was, that it could be madea Christian 
institution and spoke among his old associ- 
ates on this theme, backing up his position 
with frequent quotations from the scriptures 
to show the high estimate that good book 
placeson the horse. Colonel Buford looks 
on the track to-day with more interest than 
anything else on this earth can arouse in him 
but with a feeling of sadness natural to one 
of his age and _ history. He believes 
that the glory of the Ameri- 
ean turf has departed and that 
no wortby successor of Exnquirerend Mce- 
W hirter will be seen by this generation. Few 
men ever grieved fora friend as he did and 
does for his nobie Enquirer. Some 
queer innovations have been made 
at the Louisville track. It is 
one of the fastest in the country, but for some 
reason they have constructed a_ straight 
stretch on’which all half and three-quarter 
dashes are run. This is in imitation ot Eng- 
lish style which does not meet with the ap- 
probation of the people. They go to 
see an American horse race and. want 
to see it. The horses can hardly 
be decribed when they start and a good view 
of them is never had until they come thun- 
dering down the finish. The straight run 
and the slightincline give speed, of course, 
and the other day the three quarter mile 
record was lowered by Force who made it in 
the wonderful time 1:15. There is some 
doubt whether time on this_ stretch 
will be accepted by other American tracks, 
for to the ‘‘old times’’ around race courses 
this three-quarters will be a hard dose, espec- 
ially in viewof the fact that the day atcer 
Force's performance Bob Miles made it in 
| 13%. 

Another innovation at 
was paraded in front of 
the grand = stand every day. It 
was a tallyho in all the gaudy glory thac can 
attach to such aconcern. It comes 
out loaded from town and clatters into the 
grounds, across the track and, over in fall 
view of the spectators. When the bell rings 
it whirls in a cloud’ of dust up 
to the starting pole and again becomes 
the object of due attention. When I first 
saw the four-in-hand team and its top-knot 
vehicie I supposed some English lord making 
an Americau tour had stopped at the races. I 
was surprised to learn that the tally ho was 
hired, top to bottom and end to end, from 4. 
stable in town; that the footmen 
were hired and wore hired livery; 
and hat the boy twanged inte the ears of the 
crowd from a_ hired brass horn. 
These imitations of English swelidom have 
long since taken control of what is called su- 
ciety in New York but I had not expected to 
see them inthe south- Can itbe that the 
loud young fellows who come, out 
from Gotham in their funny looking clpthes 
and bet their thousands on the Kentpeky 
races have brought these improvenients on 
the good old days along with them. If so, it 
istime tocry enough. Wecan stand the 
dude but there isno reason why we should 
be attacked by a hired aallyho.

In connection with the publicaticn of the hand- 
some view of the new hotel, a reporter of THs Con- 
STITUTION was sentto Mr. H. I. Kimball to secure 
such explanations of the interior plans and ar- 
rangements of the house as would give the public 
a thorough and _ £ “satisfactory idea of the 
Structure as it is intended te be comp, *ted. 

Mr. Kimball, as usual, cheerfully granted all he 
details he had in miné coveerning the tructure es 
he would have it erected and finished. 

‘“‘What is the general style and the material of 
which you intend toerect the hotel, and how will 
it compare in general appearance and complete- 
mess with the old Kimball house”’’ 

‘‘In regardto the general style of architecture 
which is io be empiloyed,the picture which you are to 

ubiisa will give every one a far better idea than 
T can possibly frame in words of how ihe building 
Wiliappear It ts conceived afterthe very best ap- 
proved styles now employed in stately and orna- 
mental public buildings, and wiil be 
found to embody those 
of use and beauty which are adopted by the best 
architects in the finest buildings of the country. 
For instance, the oriel windows and the tower at 
the southeast corner suilice fora most prominent 
and attractive feature. The great bay windows on 
the front ana upon either side are additions that 
are highly stylish aud useful. On the whole, the 
outlines of the building, its handsome 

roportions and air of thorough solidity 

ave caused the design to be approved by all who 
have a knowledge of architectural artand an eye 
for the beautiful. While the old Kimball house, 
in its day, was regarded as first-ciass in all respects, 
yet, in the words of a distinguished artist who com 
pared both planus, the old one hed the appearance 
ofa simple dry goods box, while the new One has 
that of a master-piece of modern architectural 
skill.’’ 

“Well, as to the materials that you will employ.”’ 

“As you can see from this large drawing, the first 
story will be all of iron, making the full comple- 
ment of store fronts and the entrances. They will 
be highly finished and artistic in style. The other 
stories will be of finest pressed bricks, divided as 
you see at intervals by broad ornamen- 
tal bands of gianite, or marble, as 
the case may be. The effect will be very fine, and 
itis but faintly represented in the picture. Itis 
safe to say taough, that no building of similar ma- 
terial can be made more handsome and substan- 
tial. The other beltings, cornices and ornaments 
will be of pressed or moulded terra cotta.’’ 

“How will the house compare in appearance 
with the best hotels in Chicago and New Yerk—the 
latest and best ones”’’ 

“Of course there are more elaborate and expen- 
sive hotels in both New York and Uhicago than the 
new Kimball house will be. The Palmer house, in 
Chicago, is probab y the most expensive hotel in 
the country; butsiili I do-not hesitate to say that 
there is no hotel in New York and Chicago that 
will present so tine and so attractive a perspective 
tothe eye asthisone will. It will resemble more 
than any othersthe famous Palace hotel, of San 
Francisco, or the hotel Vendome, of Boston.”’ 

“Now, Mr. Kimball, to take the hotel through 
from botiom to top, let us ask some questious. 
Will there be » ny public rooms in the basement, or 
what use will be made of it.’’ 

“Then, to begin with, one very important use of 
the basement will be in having a large 
room for the storage of baggage, and which 
will be« absolutely tire- proof. Chis 
isa yery important matter, made ne cessary to pre- 
vent auy Degeage storage upon the main fivors and 
to keep.all such baggage absolutely safe in any 
event. The baggage will be carried down into this 
room by a chute from the sidewalk and will only be 
taken thence to the rooms of guests, or to outside 
places. Then the Wail street side of the basement 
will be finished up for certain class of shops, or as 
minor stores, and be rented out. The central wing, 
or that part under the billiard room, will be util- 
ized for the laundry, bakery, covling cellars, en- 
gine rooms, etc., necessary the hotel, The base- 
ments on the Pryor street side will be used chiefly 
for wine @ellars and other hotel storage rooms,”’ 

“Do yea intend to utilize the first floor for stores 
as it wes before and how many will there be?’’ 

‘‘In this pariicular there will be quite a decided 
change. There were in the old hotel sixteen store- 

ms, but in the new plan there will be twenty- 
four of them. They will! be proportionately smaller, 
but will be much better adapted for cffices, such as 
for real estate agents, insurance offices, railroad 
ticket offices, and such rooms As are usual upon the 
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| Ceptton ro:-m, handsomely furnished and equi 
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ground floors of hoteis. They will nearly all ot 
them be connected directly with the hotel and 
therefore be very desiravle in every way.’’ 

“Will the entrance be the same as before, and the 
ground floor arrangement of the same style?’

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DALLAS AFLAME. 


A Destructive Cenflagration In a Texan City—The 
Losses, 

GALVESTON, October 6.—A special to the News 
from Dallas, says: Probably the largest and most 
destruc.ive fire that has ever occurred here is now 
raging. At41llo’clock the fire broke out in the en- 
gine room of W.C. Howard & Co’s elevator,and soon 
after the flames were issuing from all directions. 
The elevator is situated at the Texas and 
Pacific depot, one block north of Elm street. 
The flames spread rapidly, and soon the cotton 
yard of the city compress, occupying a block of 
ground immediately adjoining the elevator, caught 
fire, and was consumed. A strong breeze is blow- 
ing from the southeast, and the heat from the burn- 
ing buildings is frightful. At 12:30 o'clock the ele- 
vator fell with acrash. The brick building adjoin 
ing it. occupied by sinker, Davis & Co., contaiuing 
boilers and engines, is also a totel loss. The flames 
rapidly spread. and some cotton around the city 
cymp ess, across from the elevator caught, fire, and 
is being rapid)y consumed.

POSTAL IM PROVEM! zNTS. 


Distributing Val) Matter En Route for the Large 
Cities Se as to be Ready tor Carriers. 

WASHINGTON, October 6.—With a view of 
facilitating and hastening the delivery of 
mail matter in the large cities, the postofiice 
department is gradually extending the sys- 
tem of sorting the city mails in the postal 
cars, which was tried on a small _ scaie 
with very satisfactory results some time 
since. The plan is to classify the city mails 
as far as possible while in transit by distribu- 
ting the mail matter in the postal cars under 
the heads, ‘‘For Postmasters,” ‘‘For the Gen- 
eral Post-office,’’ ‘For the Lnck-bieen” ‘For 
Banks and Bankers’’ and for the several met- 
ropolitan postal stations, so that it may be 
handling with greater quickness and facility 
when it reaches its destination. The system 
was recentiy tried on several trains running 
into Philadelphia, and the service was so.sat 
isfactory that the postmaster of that city 
asked to have his mails sorted on all trains,

In ten minutes | made up my mind that 
‘“Sam’’ was the most ignorantof Africans. 
Could he tell me how far I had trayeled since 
the yesterday morning? He-~-had no idea. 
How far to the next turn? Didn't know: 
never heard of anext turn. How far to the 
nearest neighbor’ Didn’t spect there wasany 
nearest neighbor now. Mars’ Pelton used to 
be nearest, but his house was burned these 
dozen years. 

After many other questions, the answer to 
each leaving me more and more convinced of 
the creature's ignorance, be began to praise 
Mr. Wiltsie, concluding with: “De bes’ mas’r 
in Alabam’!

THE sTORY A RECLUSE,

The Way to Cook Oysters. 

The oyster is eaten ina variety of styles. He 
will be eaten to-day fried, broiled, stewed, steamed, 
scalloped and raw. Some people in Chicago eat 
them pickled. No matter, Chicago is young yet 
and will learn better after a while. So weulthy 
and enterprising acity cannot remain forever un- 
Civilized. The best way to eat oysters is the old- 
fashioned Maryland stew. Shuck youroysters, and 
On pain of death let nota drop of water or milk 
touchthem. Let tnem repose for a few moments 
in their own liquid, while you cut up a very small 
quantity of fat, new bacon, witha shred here 
and there ot lean with it. About an ounce 
of bacon to a quart of oysters. Ham is not the best, 
neitheris middling; good new shoulder is the ar- 
ticle. Put the bae-n in a frying pan and heat 
rapidly over a vigorously burning fire. When the 
bacon is done to a crisp pourin the oysters. 8tew 
fortwo minutes anda half or three, no longer. 
Pepper to suit taste while stewing. If the oysters 
are good salt water bivalves. they need no salt.
